Leopold Courts Death on Gallows so 

He Can test After Life Philosophy 
Slayer of Bobby Franks Contemplates Writing 
Book if Sentenced to Be Hung—Will Try 
to Pierce Veil Between Dead and Living.

Chicago, Aug. 3.—Nathan Leopold, Jr., for his wages of the sin of kill- 
ing little Robert Franks, wants death. * 

He wants it so sincerely that, It may be assumed, the triumph of Dr. 
William A. White, Washington psychiatrist, In evading the state's attack 
on his credibility, left him quite cold, if not a bit disappointed. 

For, if Dr. White and Defense Counsel Darrow win, Nathan Leopold 
will be cheated of his supreme experiment, will lose a dearly purchased op- 
portunity to try the agility of his soul at the greatest of all possible tricks. 

He wants to make it do the double hack flip-flop over the Styx. 
Sets Forth Plan. 

In a letter written to a fellow pris 
oner in the Cook county jail. Leo- 
pold puts his plan in words. Rather, 
he puts it into fine word, the gallows 

He writes: 
"You may be interested to know 

that, in the event that I am sen 

teneed to death upon the gallows (as 
ippears quite likely) I shall take steps 
to attempt to pierce the veil, although 
I am personally convinced that no 
after life exists. 

“I, at least, will be prepared for 
the exigency In cate I he mistaken." 

The note is one of three, written 
an prison stationery, which have been 
transmitted to P. L. Friedlander, pro- 
fessional con man, whose poise of the 
patured jailbird hna fascinated botli 
[.oeb and Leopold, on the occasions of 
their meetings with him in the jail 
"xercise yard. 

Shadow of Hallows, 
They are written in the period of 

Dr. White's analytical examinations 
so vital to Leopold’s hopes of life. 
Phey are written while Darrow wastes 

he energy of his SO years, scheming 
r. save life as he lias never schemed 
lefore. 

They are written, if you want the 
ahrase, "in the shadow of the gal- 
ows"—and find that twilight de- 
Icioua for the mood of speculation on 

he hereafter. 
Thie Is the second: 
"I, a confessed murderer, believe 

hat I can lay claim absolutely to hav- 
ng fulfilled the command In Rryant's 
mmortal Thanatopsls. 
“I have so lived"—he tuna the 

neasured lines together as he writes 
md makes them prose to the eye— 
'that when my summons comes I 
ihall not go as a quarry slave at 

light, scourged to my dungeon, hut 
ather, although unaustained and 
toothed by my unfaltering trust, I 
ihall approach my grave as one who 
craps the draperies of his couch 
ibout him and lies down to pleasant 
lrtams. 

"Isn't that strange?" 
Quotations Theatrical. 

The curse of his dilletanism Is with 
aim even in these ultimate writings. 
In this letter and another he chooses 
he exact quotation theatrical to his 
ondltion. It is worse than theater— 
t is Little theater, as in this third: 

"Will you pardon me If I offer an 

axcerpt from one of my favorite 
aoenia which embodies my idea of the 
lullncss of life: 

"Here goes— 
"For Ihl* I* wisdom—lo love. In 

live. 
To take what fate or ilie gods 

may give, 
To ask no question, to make no 

prayer— 
To kiss the lips snd caress the 

hair, 
To spend passion's ebb as you 

greet its flow, 
To have, to hold and In lime 

let go."

Demands Are Stated

Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 
Heads nf the American Federation nf 
Labor today made public their endorse 
ment yesterday of the platform of the 
Cleveland conference for progressive 
political action and that convention's 
nominees—La Follette for president 
and Wheeler for vice president. 

The document is a denunciation of 
the republican and democratic plat- 
forms. The former party la charged 
with having "flaunted the desires of 
labor in an arrogant manner,” the 
latter with having flaunted labor's 
desires with "that evasiveness which 
is the customary mark of insincerity." 

Roth parties are asaerted to be 
"morally bankrupt" and manipulated 
by "machine politicians” who have 
Involved the nation in "moral ob- 
liquity and unashamed betrayal." 

Coolldge and Daw-es, Davis and 
Bryan, are dismissed as "unaccept- 
able to labor.” 

Thus. In the language of the text, 
"there remains the candidacy of Rob- 
ert M. La Follette and Burton K. 
Wheeler; the first an independent re- 

publican. the second an independent 
democrat, running as such." 

Flat forms Nearly Conform. 

Those candidates, It continues, 
"have proffered a platform In which 
the economic Issues of the day are 

met In a manner more nearly con- 

forming to labor's proposals than any 
other, although it does not conform to 
th" A. F. of L. proposals on inter 
national issues—specifically the league 
of nations. 

In the platforms nf the candidates 
It has endorsed, the federation finds 
pledges for favorable action on Its 
chief demands Relief from injunc 
tlons; abolition of the railroad labor 
board; curtailment of the supreme 
court's power; prompt ratification 
of the child labor amendment; 
direct election of president, vice presl 
ilent and federal judges These and 
a few other planks are cited as justlfl 
cation for supporting It and Its spon 
sors. 

"Our course I* clear" Is the conclu 
slon. "In pointing to the platform 
and records of the Independent candi- 
dates we do so with the confidence 
that no other course can he pursued 
if we are to remain true to our con- 

victions and our traditions. Those 
who are hostile to labor must he op 

posed" 
Support Only < snrtidales. 

• 'are Is taken, however, to make 
plain that the American Federation 
of* Labor endorses only Ta» Follette 
and Wheeler and their platform. It 

distinctly does not wish to be identi- 
fied as the pledged 1>h< kera of candi- 
dates for other office* who may have 
J,a Follette and Wheeler as chief, un- 

der the standard of a third national 

party. 
The action of the council Is not a 

pledge of Identification with an in- 

dependent party movement or a third 

party, it is asserted, and "neither can 

this co-operation Imply our support, 
acceptance or endorsement of poli- 
cies or principles, advocated by r.ny 
minority groups or organisations that 

may see fit to support the candidacies 
of Senators La Follette and Wheeler. 

Tha report, prepared by the non- 

partisan political campaign commit- 
tee of tlie American Federation of 

l>abor. was adopted unanimously by 
the executive council.
